JERUSALEM, (Reuters)—Enough 
small arms and ammunition to 
equip 8,000 men on a “wartime scale 
of 50 rounds per man” have been 
seized by the British army in raids 
on Jewish underground arms dumps 
during the last 12 months, according 
to a “conservative estimate” given 
officially

The Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
| cil has upheld the right of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to deport undesirable Japanese, includ- 
ing naturalized British subjects of that race, 
| In so doing the committee expressed no 
opinion, as a matter of course, as to the ad- 
visability of the deportation orders, These were 
| “exclusively a matter for the parliament of the 
Dominion and those to whom it had delegated 

its powers.” 


| On the point of deporting Japanese who 
| held citizenship status in Canada, the committee 

said the War Measures Act dealt with emer- 
gencies in “sweeping terms” and used the werd 
“deportation” in a genera] sense, therefore ap- 
plicable to all persons, irrespective of nationality, 
| So far as legalities go, that ends the matter. 
The realities are that deportations have been 
restricted to Japanese who were adjudged dis- 
loyal to Canada and to others who expressed a 
wish to return to Japan. About 500 of the 24,000 
| in the Dominion were on the black-list as dis« 
loyal. Some 4,000 have been shipped to Japan, 
presumably including the 500 quislings. Two or 
three hundred more are awaiting transportation, 
ships sailing to Japan being few and far be- 
tween, 

There are 6,000 Japs still in British Columbia, 
but not in the coastal region. The rest have scat- 
tered across Canada, and have been found use- 
| ful from the beet fields in Alberta to the onion 
farm of ex-Premier Hepburn in southern Ont- 
ario, There has been a notable absence lately 
of demands for any wholesale deportation,—per- 
haps because the lawfulness of the policy was 
under consideration in the courts, 


Incidentally, this reference shows again the 
advantage of having an outside judicial body to 
which constitutional questions can be sent for 
final decision. The award of the Supreme Court 
of Canada was not acceptable to all parties con- 
cerned in the dispute, Specifically it was not 
acceptable to the Co-operative Committee head- 
ed by a number of prominent men in Toronto. 
It was this committee who referred the case to 
London, Precedent suggests with certainty that 
the decision handed down there will be taken 
as correctly defining the law on the question. 


Dismissing the charge against a man brought 
into his court, an Ottawa magistrate found the 
accused was not drunk at the time of his act but 
“momentarily insane due to drinking.” Medical 
evidence showed the accused was suffering from 
an old injury which causes him to “react patho- 
logically to the effects of alcohol” and “causes a 
mental deterioration and impairment of judg- 
ment and general standards of behaviour.”

“IT only want to add in this 
connection,” he continued, “that 
we have constantly endeavoured 
to improve the lot of our em- 
ployes whose loyalty and faith- 
ful application to duty have been 
unwavering and whose interest 
and position cannot be allowed 
to suffer by comparison with 
people in other occupations, 

“IT am sure tha shareholders 
will agree,” he continued, “that 
the personal welfare of our em- 
ployes is of the greatest im- 
portance in the safe and ef- 
ficient conduct of the bank's 
affairs.” 


Mr. Spinney said he believed that

“In our advertising we have stress- 
ed the fact that our Personal Loan 
Services are not inconsistent with 
a program of saving for useful pur- 
poses and for conservation of the 
individual's resources, Loans to 
farmers, including advances under 
the Farm Improvement Loans Act, 
are in higher figures, although the 
continued improvement in farm in- 
comes has enabled many farmers to 
reduce their over-all indebtedness. 
Advances to municipalities and 
school districts show an upward 
tendency but are substantially low- 
er than the pre-war figures, reflect- 
ing to some extent the deferment of 
municipal projects because of short- 
ages of labor and materials.” 

Warning on Inventories 

Mr. Gardner sounded a note of 
caution in respect to inventories for 
commercial concerns, Stating that, 
although “the question of whether 
inventories are too high or too low 
is not susceptible of a ready and 
conclusive answer, a conservative 
inventory policy is advisable under 
present conditions, particularly in 
types of goods in which production 
can be greatly expanded and where 
change in quality or design may ad- 
versely affect imventory values.”

But he has quick- 
ly returned to first-class military 
condition. Discipline is hard. 
Follow Prussian Style 

“They seem to have picked up all 
the old Prussian traditions,” the 
observer said. “Ihe Red troops 

have daily drill and military ex- 
ercises. Relations between officers 
and soldiers show no sign of Com- 
munist fraternization.” 

My informant—a former German 
intelligence officer—told me: “Rus- 
Sian uniforms are worn and shabby, 

but nearly all are gay with cam- 
paign ribbons and awards. On cold 
days, I have seen lots of Russian 
| soldiers wrapping themselves for 
warmth in sheets of captured Ger- 
man tentage—some of it still daubed 
with camouflage paint.”

A start has been made on the 
vast clearing and breaking project 
of 100,000 acres of treed and shrub- 
covered land for the agriculurat 
settlement of veterans in the Wan- 
ham district northwest of High 
Prairie, It was announced Wednes- 
day by Hon. N. E, Tanner, minister 
of lands and mines 

CREWS OF WORKMEN with 
Lassiters, Ltd., the contracting firm 
working on the undertaking in con- 


junction with the provincial gov- 
ernment, are breaking a roadway 
into the main camp for the pur- 
pose of taking in the heavy equip- 
ment including bulldozers and 
tractors 

The equipment is in the area 
ready to go to work when the 
roadway is completed, and the 


workmen's camp is already set up 
with field crews prepared to make 
a start on winter clearing, the 
minister said 

SOIL SURVEYORS of the prov- 
incial department of lands and 
mines have been appraising the 
topography and the quality of the 
lands to be broken. Their respon- 
sibility to see that sufficient 
windbreaks are left in the treed 
areas to help retain moisture and 
prevent soil drifting. 

Clearing operations will be car- 
ried out during the winter, the 
minister said, on as much of the 
100,000-acre tract as possible and 
in the spring a large battery of 
tractors and breaking plows will 
move in to turn sod which in his- 
tory has never seen the light of 
day.

AUCKLAND, N.Z., Dec, 5, (CP)

{the Maori race to be the outstand- 
| Maori woman of recent times and 
| one of the most influential living 
|leaders of the race of either sex, 
Princess Te Puea Herangi, receiv- 
ed good wishes from all parts of 
New Zealand and from abroad on 
her 63rd birthday recently. 

Princess Te Puea is one of those 
rare personalities who although 
self-effacing and retiring in man- 
ner, is automatically respected and 
admired by all who meet her. She 
is a grand-daughter of the Maori 
“King” Tawhiao and aunt of Koroki 
the present “king” leading chief of 
a large group of tribes in the Vai- 
kato district of the North Island 
Perhaps the measure of her great- 


ness is that although she _ herself 
never uses the title Princess _ it is 
universally accorded her in New 


Zealand and by many prominent 
overseas visitors, 


FEELING THAT the Maori race 
was on the down-grade, losing its 
old pride and skills and in danger 
of becoming merely a lower ele- 
ment in the white population she 
dedicated her life to its regener- 
ation.

If he does not agree with Prime 
Minister Attlee’s administration, 
Ernest Bevin's foreign policy, An- 
eurin Bevan's housing program or 
Herbert Morrison’s leadership in the 
house, Cripps will not let fear of 
losing his office prevent him criti- 
cizing. 

Yet Whitehall hears he has mel- 
lowed, that in relations with other | 
ministers and Labor members gen- 
erally he is more tolerant and, when 
he wants to be, an entertaining 
;companion although a vegetarian 
| and teetotaller. Tobacco is his weak- 
ness; he smokes incessantly, cigar- 
ettes, a pipe, cigars, 

If Sir Stafford is becoming popu- 
lar the Labor leadership scene may 
| be changed, He is not even a mem- 
ber of the cabinet of 18 where top- 
level decisions are made unde the 
chairmanship of Mr. Attlee. But if 
anyone of the 18 dropped out, the 
former lord privy seal, minister of 
aircraft production, British ambas- 
sador to Russia, authority on Indian 
affairs and solicitor-general could 
replace him. 

Regarded as Leftist 

Political gossip is that he has been 
denied higher station in the Labor 
government simply because he used 
to be too far to the left, although 
Winston Churchill gave him re- 
| sponsible wartime duties in a gov- 
ernment with a Conservative ma- | 
jority.

Women do Fine 
Work in Beads 


JOHANNESBURG, Dec 5—(CP) | 


—Because of their natural artistic | 
| temperament, native women from | 
the kraals and native reserves of 
|South Africa are being employed 
|in several Johannesburg dress fac- 
| tories to do the bead.work on dres- 
lses. If they can get them, the 
factories take women of the Zula, 
|Fingoe and Xosa tribes, whose 
bead-work has a fine reputation 
| throughout the country. 

| The manager of a large Johan- | 
|nesburg factory said that in one 


;of his workshops alone 45 native | 


| women are kept busy all the time 
on beadwork. The patterns are 
| devised by Europenas but it is 
| left to the native women entirely 
to put them on the dresses. 


“DRESS buyers from abroad 
have told me that the beadwork 
on South African garments is far 
superior to that of amy other 
country,” the manager said. “I 
ascribe South African superior- 
ity in this respect to the unskil- 
led native woman worker who is 
| artistic by instinct.” 

There is a keen demand from 
Britain and the Continent for 
dresses “made in South Africa” 
but the demand in South Africa 
jitself is so great that export has 
| been forbidden, 
| The manager of one large cloth- 
ing factory said he had an open 
order from a Scandinavian dealer 
which would in itself take at least 
three years to complete, if he were 
allowed to export. He felt the ex- 
port ban was fully justified, but 
that it might be relaxed just a 
little to allow South Africa to 
gain a footing in the world mark- 
et. 


THIS manufacturer says that al- 
though a fair number of womens’ 
|clothes are being imported from 
Britain and America, South African 
{women are beginning to show a 
preference for South African made 
clothes. South African clothes 
designers no longer find it neces- 
sary to copy Paris or London styles. 
We have developed our own fash- 
ions to harmonize with our partic- 
ular climate and other general 
, conditions prevailing in our count- 
ry.” 

The manufacturer said South 
African women preferred “solid” 
garments to “showy” ones, and 
that local designers were therefore 
concentrating on simple durable 
garments “which nevertheless 
clude the elements of smartness 
and sophistication.”

A spoonful 
ot something disagreeable may set 
the baby’s dislike toward all spoons 
from then on.

doesn't like them, but because 
his tongue treats them as, hereto- 
fore it dealt with a bottle nipple 
But the mother should be care- 
ful not to give him the idea that 
what he does is disturbing her. 


MAKE IT EASY for the baby to | 


accept those first spoonfuls of new 
food by making them taste very 
much like the formula to which he 
is accustomed, Have the new food 
smooth. with no lumps or grainy 
particles; have it warm and dilute 
dilute it thoroughly with the baby’s 
formula. The nursing baby can 
have his food diluted with a half- 
and-half mixture of water and some 
sugar, Gradually the formula may 
be decreased and the baby begin 


eating the food with its own dis- | 


tinguishing flavor. 

There are certain to be some 
vegetables whose flavor will be 
more appealling to the baby and 
there is no reason why he should 
tot have these often rather than 
others which he does not like. 

THE SMOOTH, strained foods 
should not be continued much past 
the first year, as baby may become 
fixed in his preference for them. 
A crisp cracker. which dissolves 
easily in the mouth, or a strip of 
bacon, well-cooked and dry and 
crumbly, or a piece of dry toast 
will interest him not only because 
of the sound it makes in his mouth, 
but because of its different taste 
and texture. If one waits too late 
to introduce these coarse foods 
the baby may be reluctant to ac- 
cept them. 

Try the home-cooked vegetables 
and friuts mashed, as early as the 
tenth month and then graduate to 
the junior-type canned foods, Meat 
can be finely ground or chopped 


and will digest easily: It all adds | 


up to new and enjoyable exper- 
iences in eating, to which the child 
will be hospitable early in life 
and more and more set against if 
they come too late.

Mr. Dunplessis has charged that 
the sect is distributing “seditious 
propaganda” especially as far as the

| is concerned. The pamphlet, he said, 
attacks the Roman Catholic church 
and members of the clergy as well 
as various provincial bodies. 

As more than 400 members of the 
sect await trial Mr. Duplessis said:
